Steam vs. Hot Water Heating. 


W. E. K. writes: I would like to 


bring out several facts in connection 
with the relative merits of two meth- 
ods of heating, namely, steam and 
lot water. 
1. Steam radiators operate at about 


212 degrees Fahrenheit, at which tem» 
perature the dust and dirt collected on 
he radiators are burnt, releasing 
some products very irritating to the 
nose, mouth, and throat, and creating 
the same feeling as if the air were too 
dry. The difficulty of keeping radia- 
tors clean helps this process. 


If rooms are not overheated, it is 


seldom that the air will actually be 
found too dry. a fact determined by 
the proper measurements, yet the 
burnt air will create this effect of ex- 
cessive dryness.- It is in this particu- 
lar feature that hot water heating has 
an advantage. A correct system, prop- 
erly installed, will not show tempera- 
tures over 180 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The dust and dirt will not be- burned 
at this temperature; and under such 
conditions the relative himidity can 
be as low as 25 per cent, without ac- 
tually making the air too dry. 
2. Steam heating systems too often 


are noisy in operation, the banging 
and clanking sound occurring at all 
times of the day and night. A good 
hot water heating system on the oth- 
er hand is noiseless. In regard to the 
last two points of your article, hot 
water heating system can be more eas- 
ily regulated by the average house 
owner, particularly during the spring: 
and fall, when only a small amount 
of heat is required, and it is during 
these periods that economy in coal 
consumption is effected.

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One Year of Co-Operative Marketing 


of Tobacc oas Seen by Oliver J. Sands 


(By Oliver 
J. 
Band* 
Executive 
lf*naf«r. Tobacco Orowers' Coopera- 
tive Association.) 


RALEIGH, April 12.—The organ- 


isation of the cooperative association 
of tobacco growers la probably the 
most ambitious and colossal under- 
taking of this char. 
In the begin- 


ning-it was obvious that to be suc- 
cessful It would be necessary |o or- 
ganl& the growers 
controlling the 


entire commodity. This meant that 
the crop raised In the three states of 
Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina at least must be controlled 
If the growers of tobacco were to 
have anything to say as <c> the price 
at'Which their cornmod.ty should be 
•old. 
The association has now been oper- 


ating for more than a year, and It 
is possible for the two most Interest- 
ed parties to reach some conclusions 
•S to the effect upon their business. 
First the grower. 
He finds that 
what seemed 
to be an Impossible 
tajk m organization, operation and 
finance, has proven to be entirely 
possible, and that in the first year of 
operation the business has gone along 
with remarkable 
smoothness; 
that 


the totol expense of operation even 
the first year has been little greater, 
if any, than the actual cash expense 
heretofore paid by him, while his 
association 
Is performing 
directly 


many functions which were hereto- 
fore indirectly 
performed 
by the 
grower. He has found that it is per- 
fectly possible for-him to operate in 
such a manner an to get the confid- 
ence of the great banks of the coun- 
try and to furnish, thjwn an obligation 
«f the highest class. He has also 
iouna that by the elimination of tne 
dumping system, the middle men and 
the speculators, and through his abil- 
ity to store his crop if need be. he 
has increased the selling price of his 
commodity from 25 per cent, to oO 
p«r cent. He has found that the co- 
operative spirit is developing in him 
and his neighbors 
,as well as the 
members of his family, 
a 
broader 


outlook upon the problems which di- 
rectly concern him. and that by as- 
sociation 
witn his fellow-members 


he 4s begining to realize possibilities 
as a business man and citizen which 
he hertofore had not conceived. These 
are a few of the advantages which 
the primarv party to this cooperative 
contract may look back to as having 
been accomplished 
during the first 


year. 
The second party concerned 
ana 
most interested 
in the cooperative 
plan is the manufacturer. The ideal 
o fthe cooperative system contem- 
plates the elimination of all possible 
cost and incidental expenses between 
the producer a»id the consumer. As 
In the case of tobacco, the large man- 
ufacturers are the distributors, and 
it is not likely that the producers will 
ever, therefore, deal .directly 
with 
the consumers. 
The manufacturers 


could, of 
course, 
determine 
an_d 
speak upon their side of this proposi- 
tion much more confidently than I. 
From observation and experience e>1 
our first yeaf and relations with the 
manufacturers, we can make a few 
statements, however, which we hel- 
iieve are fully Justified by our oper- 
ation. 
Since the beginning to this date 
this association has sold and deliver- 
.- ed to manufacturers over 200,000.000 


pounds of tobacco, much of -which 
was in its green state and much of it 
refined. 
Several of the largest man- 
ufacturers nav»> made most gratifying 
statements in reference to the man- 
agement and businesi methods q£ the 
association. 
As the association be- 
comes more an assured 
fact, 
the 


manufacturers will undoubtedly be 


able to' eliminate much of the expense 
heretofore nocessary In buying, and 
they will be able to pay a reasonable 
price for all or such part of tho crop 
of tobacco raised each year, and this 
price will be paid directly through 
the association to tho grower, rather 
than to the numerous 
middlemen, 


speculators, buyers, and other 
em- 


ployes necessary to the old system. 


The manufacturers 
have learned 
that Instead of being a radical organ- 
ization, that this association 
fully 


realizes that It must be conducted 
upon the lines of the highest com- 
mercial integrity, and that the con- 
fidence and respect of the manufac- 
turers will be Its most valuable as- 
set. The manufacturer Is fast realiz- 
ing that there is every reason why 
the association should 
deliver him 


goods fully up to grade and In every 
way render the highest possible scf- 
vice. 
The association believes that 


for many reason* the manufacturer 
will soon come to the point when he 
will give precedence to the associated 
farmers In the purchasing of his leaf 
tobacco. 
The manufacturer Is be- 


ginning to realize that the associated 
grower of leaf tobacco is an ally of 
great power and influence., and that 
working together in every proper way 
that the prevention of abuses and 
burdens upon the trade can be ac- 
complished. The manufacturers and 
exporters are more concerned in pay- 
ing the same price for leaf tobacco 
as their competitors than they are 
in securing a price which leaves no 
profit to tfee grower, and they have 
realized that by the elimination of 
competition in buying that the grow- 
er can be given a fair price, and thai 
a reasonable profit can still be made 
by the manufacturer. These are some 
of the benefits accruing to the second 
party most interested in this coopera- 
tive movement. 
There ia still another and import- 
ant party to the whole transaction, 
that is, the general public, first, the 
public interested in the welfare of the 
several 
hundred 
thousand 
citizens 


engaged in the growing of tobacco. 
Spape forbids the discussion of this 
most important interest to the extent 
it deserves. 
The prosperity of the producer de- 


termines the prosperity of the entire 
public throughout the tobacco grow- 
ing sections 
That the producer is 


sufficiently prosperous to enable him 
to take his women and children out 
of the fields and give them the rea- 
sonable advantages which other peo- 
ple enjoy is a matter of vital inter- 
est to the public and the social de- 
velopment of this 
country. 
Child 
later on the farms is just as objec- 
tionable and possibly more objection- 
able than child labor m the factories; 
but chief labor on. the tobacco farm 
is common and necessary unless the 
grower can get enough for his crop 
to enable him to employ help. 
The 


consuming puolic is also interested. 
The competition between the manu- 
facturers will take care of him and 
the price of raw material during the 
past two years has made it necessary 
for the manufacturer to increase the 
price of the product to consumers, in 
fact, there has been a reduction in 
price in some lines, 
and the state- 


ments of manufacturers 
still show 


reasonable profits. 
The cost of raw 


material represents only a small pro- 
portion of the cost of the finished pro- 
duct, and a few cents per pound while 
meaning much to the grower, only 
makes the slightest 
difference 
per 


cigarette. 
Coperation is a wonderful princi- 


ple, 
and when properly applied it 


cannot help but succeed- 
Its very 
basis Is righteous and fai dealing, 
and just so long as the association is 
conducted ^;ith this principle as its 
guiding star as well as its foundation 
It will be of benefit to all parties con- 
cerned.
